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MAY BE TOTAL LOSS 


OLD PEARSON 


‘The Colonial home of Mr and Mrs 
John J Elia, at 344 Salem Street in 
North Wilmington is probably a 
total loss, as the result of a fire 
which was discovered at 4:15 am 

"Tuesday morning, The fire started 
in the barn, in the corner nearest 
to Route 93,, 

‘The fire was first seen by State 
Trooper Vets, who was patrolling 
on Route 93. Vets radioed the news 
to the North Andover barracks, 
from whence it was telephoned to 
Wilmington, and raced tothe near- 
est exit, towards the Elia home. 

Meanwhile John Elia had been 
aroused, presumably by the noise 
from the fire, and had awakened 
everyone in the home, his wife, 
his three daughters, Michele, Me- 
ridith and Tara, and his mother- 
fi-law, Mrs Edwin Ryan. 

Without alarming the family too 
much, Elia toldthem to get dressed 

The Trooper then began to pound 
on the door, It was opened very 
quickly, or the trooper would have 
knocked it down, Elia told the 
trooper that everyone was awake, 
but Vet, who has been nine years 
at the Andover Barracks, took no 
chances, He shook Elia roughly, 
demanding, several times, the 
names of all in the household, 
Only when he was satisfied that 
Elia was in full control of the 
situation did the trooper stop. 

As the Wilmington firemen left 
the station, in response to the call 
the blaze could already be seen 
in the northern sky, over two miles 
away. 

The barn and the kitchen of the 
old home were completely burned, 
and the fire spread through the 
second floor, burning attic beams, 
Bt was prevented from getting into 
the attic by a combination of glass 
insulation which was over the se- 
cond floor, and the water which 
was cascading down from holes 
chopped in the roof by the firemen, 
Tewksbury was called in, for as- 
sistance, 

The fire was not declared out 
until a late hour in the morning, 
Wilmington Fire Chief Arthur Bou 
dreau stated that the fire was 
‘of unknown origin’ 

‘The home is probably a complete 
loss, because of the difficulties in 
replacing the beams to the attic,

McMahon warns 
against ‘Coaching’ 


Bernard P, McMahon, Principal 
of Wilmington High School, has 
issued a public warning against 
the use of commercial ‘coaching 
programs’ designed to raise the 
scores of pupils on the SAT-Ver- 
bal and SAT Math tests, for college 
entrance, 

Mr. McMahon’s warning comes 
as the result of a study by the 
New England Association of Col- 
leges and Secondary Schools, of 
which Wilmington High School is 
a member. Among the items 
quoted by McMahon, from the 
report, were: 

‘The College Entrance Exam- 
ination Board has just completed 
a report which gives in detail the 
results of studies that have been 
made on the effect of such coach- 
The conclusions 
special tutoring 
for the SAT has negligible results,’ 

The report further quoted from 
a report of the President of the 
Educational Testing Service, Hen- 
ry Chauncey: 

‘At least seven careful, sys- 
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tematic studies of the effects of 
coaching on SAT scores have been 
made during the last decade and 
they all add up to one conclusion; 
Intensive drill for the SAT over 
short periods of time is at best 
likely to yield only insignificant 
gains in scores, --’ 

‘Score gains directly attribu- 
table to coaching amount, on the 
average, to less than 10 points - 
a difference of such small mag- 
nitude on a score scale of 200 to 
800 that it is unreasonable to ex- 
pect it to affect college admissions 
decisions, While the magnitudes of 
the gains due to coaching vary 
slightly, they are always small 
and appear to be both independent 
of both the coaching method em- 
Ployed and of the level of ability 
of the students being coached,’ 

In some instances, according to 
Mr McMahon, operators of the 
commercial ‘coaching programs’ 
call parents, and infer that the 
name of their child has been given 
by the school authorities, 

This is never the case in Wil- 
mington.

HOW TO PUT OUT THE FIRE 


Six weeks ago there was a fire in a part of the 
Hundred Acre Meadow, on the west side of Route 93. 
It was a bad one, and in some places, because of the 
deep peat, the fire departments were unable to put 
out the fires, Those fires are still burning, and it 
is reported that the holes are now fifteen feet deep. 

The fires probably will not spread, sothat there 
is no immediate danger, but every now and then there 
is some smoke over Route 93, and on a foggy night 
this could be dangerous, and there could be a fatal 
accident, 

To put the fires out, using conventional equipment 
is impossible. Hundreds of thousands of gallons of 
water would have to be transported intothe area, and 
this could only be done by hand, Wilmington’s Fire 
Chief, last November said that the fires wouldnot be 
Put out ‘until there is five inches of snow’, In view 
of the record of the past four years, it is conceivable 
that there might not be five inches of snow, at any 
one time, this winter. 

There is a way to get that fire out, Just turn 
Jimmy White loose. ~ 

Jimmy is the Superintendent of Streets, in Wil- 
mington, and a tremendously practical man. This

MecNIFF WAS MOUSETRAPPED 


‘There is a word that is commonly used in the 
legislative halls of our country, but not much else 
where, That word is ‘mousetrapped’, 

To ‘mousetrap’ an individual, say & legislator, 
or perhaps a witness who is going to appear yor 
a legislative hearing, the trick is to get that indi- 
vidual to say or do something which is in reality the

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THE HOLLY TREE THAT Lost 
THE CHRISTMAS SPIRIT 


In the sandy hollows of Dart- 
mouth and Acushnet thrive holly 
trees that have lost the Christmas 
spirit. 

While other hollies flash req 
berries as the wind stirs their 
green, leathery leaves, these hol- 
ly trees wave yellow berries, Ex- 
cept for the pigment in their ber- 
ries, these holly trees are tden- 
tical to the wild American holly 
whose reds and greensare Christ- 
mas symbols, 

At some distant date, mutation 
struck the genes of a Buzzards 
Bay holly in such a fashion that 
while its progeny forever may 
remain typical Tex opaca (the 
scientific name of Christmas hol- 
ly), these trees will bear the paler 
yellow berries. I happened no 
Place else in the vast range of 
native Christmas holly, from 
Quincy to Mosquito Bay, Florida, 
and southwestward to Louisiana, 

Several specimens of yellow- * 
berried hollies grow at the Mass- 
achusetts Audubon Socfety’s Ash- 
mut Holly Reservation and Wild- 
life Sanctuary in East Falmouth, 
The Sanctuary also has a huge 
collection of American, English 
and Oriental hollies, all collected 
by the late Wilfrid Wheeler, fam- 
ed holly culture pioneer on Cape 
Cod, . 

The Ashmut Reservation at- 
tracts hundreds of visitors daily 
at this season. The Reservation 
is beside Route 151 in East Fal- 
mouth, at the Mashpee town line, 

The association between holly 
and Christmas occurred centuries 
before the discovery of America, 
The original Christmas holly {s 
Tex aquifolium of England whose 
leaves and berries are shaped like 
the American holly but wear a 
glossier finish. 

Why men tangled branches of 
holly with the Christmas tradition 
Perhaps never will be known, Such 
affiliations are born of legends 
‘and one man’s legends are as good 
as the next, the only acid test 
being whether they capture public 
interest. 

The Druids of England found a 
holiness in holly, perhaps not 
only for its beauty but also be- 
cause its leaves have a general 
resemblance to oak leaves and 
the Druids held oaks sacred, Ear- 
ly Christians in England saw in 
the holly leaf’s prickly spines a 
Suggestion of the thorns in Christ’s 
crown, At any rate, when the wor- 
shippers of holly became Christ- 
fans, they kept their holly, too, 

The leafing habits of the Amer- 
ican holly ‘could furnish a mystical 
affinity with the Christian theme 
of trinity, The American holly 
sheds its leaves at three-year 
intervals, 

Of 175 species of holly - most 
of which appear quite different 
from our Christmas holly - some 
13 species grow in eastern North 
America. Strangely although holly 
grows around the world, there 
are no native hollies in the Aus- 
tralia region or on fhe west coast 
of North America,

Thank you for covering the panel 
discussion on the United Nations 
recently conducted at the Methodist 
church, I would like to clarify two 
references in the article, however, 
as they could be misleading as 
printed. 

The first is the phrase commu- 
nist dupe. J Edgar Hoover in his 
book MASTERS OF DECEIT de- 
fines adupe as; ‘an innocent victim, 
the individual who unknowingly is 
under communist thought control’. 
He states that many well-meaning 
citizens, including ‘statesmen, 
public officials, educators and mi- 
nisters’ fall into this category, 
until they become awase of their 
error’. Thus a dupe is innocent of 
wrongdoing - except that of re~ 
maining in ignorance - even though 
he is carrying out Lenin’s dictum 
of bringing about communist aims 
with non-communist hands, Unin- 
formed, unquestioning support of 
the communist controlled UN is a 
good illustration of this principal, 

Secondly, the Town Crier re- 
ported me as saying that the UNis 
under the control of the Commun- 
ist Party.
